IN MEMORIUM -RUSS DAISLEY, IOWMC LIFE MEMBER 
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Col. Russell LeMoyne Daisley USAF (Ret) 

(July 9, 1943 - November 22, 2011) 

Col. Russell LeMoyne Daisley, USAF (ret) passed from this life on November 22, 2011 at age 68 at the Life Care 
Center in Las Vegas. He was surrounded by his loving family and holding the hand of his schatz (treasure) of 47 
years. 

Russ was born in Greenville, PA July 9, 1943. He left directly after high school and embarked on a life of three 
passions: family, the Air Force, and sports. 

Life held no greater joy for Russ than being with his family. He met, and married, a young German girl while 
stationed at Ramstein Air Base in 1965 and they began a journey that would last 47 years and raise three daughters. 
He was fiercely dedicated to 4 my girls’ and nothing brought him greater happiness. He was blessed with the 
opportunity to meet his first two great-granddaughters who were the joy of his life in his last years. 

Russ dedicated the majority of his life to the US Air Force. He was a proud member of the Security Forces for 38 
years. He entered the military directly after high school in 1961, retiring in 1999. Once on active duty he rose. He 
then chose to earn his commission as an officer becoming 2LT in 1973. His dedication paid off and he reached the 
rank of Colonel before retiring. Col. Daisley was known for his loyalty and protection for the troops, and he remains 
deeply respected, loved, and feared by all those who had the privilege to work with him. The Air Force took him all 
over the world to include assignments in the continental US, Vietnam, Germany, England, and Turkey. Among his 
decorations for his service are the Legion of Merit and the Bronze Star with oak leaf cluster. 

The third passion in Russ’ life was sports. He loved all sports, especially football and basketball. Bringing together 
his service to the troops and love of sports, he coached the football teams at a number of duty assignments. He was 
also a basketball official for many years while serving in Europe. He was honored to be inducted into the USAFE 
Sports Hall of Fame for his dedication and hard work. 

Russ is survived by his loving wife Erika Daisley; daughters Petra Salyer (George), Christine Ditzler, Tonya 
Grindle (Brenton), grandchildren Justin Salyer (Ali), Katharina Marchant (Clint), Samantha Ditzler, PVT Zachary 
Salyer, and Alexandra Ditzler; great-grandchildren Lillian Pittenger and Nikolette Salyer; sister Jean Zuschlag. 

Russ is predeceased by his parents Arnold and Marie Daisley, brothers Thomas, Daniel and Donald Daisley, and 
son-in-law Gregory Ditzler.

Wooden dollars promoting awareness of disabled veterans are available from Richard J. Hand Jr.. The wooden pieces are 
in color and show the Chapter #76, Brockton, Mass, of the Disabled American Veterans. The reverse is a color 
representation of the flag raised at Iwo Jima and has the legend “HELP SAVE OUR VA MEDICAL CENTER 24-7 
CARE”. 

Hand said he helped set up a display during Brockton's first Coin Week in the city's West Branch library. The display 
included auction catalogs, numismatic publications, books, coins, photographs and other items, with the help of librarian 
Karen Arnold, who is also an archaeologist. For youths who visited the displays, a tri-via contest was held with a correct 
answer receiving a Bison nickel and a bag of chocolate coins. All attendees on the second day received a Nevada state 
quarter and a world coin. A $2 raffle was held with prizes including a coin collecting book paired with the Red. Book, a 
2006 proof quarter set and three coin album sets of pennies, nickels and dimes. A group of about 22 children and 15 adults 
heard talks on coin collecting basics, such as proper handling, rnintmarks, different types and why people collect. A section 
on Ben Franklin included showing of an 1 809 half cent and an 1 824 large cent. 

Hand is a member of the Disabled American Veterans, District #7, Chapter #76. He is also a member of the American 
Numismatic Association and the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors. They are available for a 
donation to the DAV.

TUSCARAWAS COUNTY, OHIO 1953 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1970, by Wendell Morningstar 
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As a nineteen year old boy, John Hickewelder in the early 1760’s tramped the long hazardous way into the 
Ohio country from Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, headquarters of the Moravian Church.. An older man, Frederick 
Christian Post, came with him on his second journey into the western wilderness. The two were the vanguard of 
German-speaking Moravian missionaries who were to leave a permanent stamp on the state, especially in 
Tuscarawas County where today are more than a half dozen churches of this denomination. Unlike the other 
whites of the time, who fought the Indians and grabbed their lands, the Moravians came to serve the red man 
and to Christianize him. The broad Tuscarawas River valley, a few miles from the present day county seat, New 
Philadelphia, the great Moravian David Zusberger laid out an Indian village in 1772. It was called Schoenbrunn 
(beautiful Spring) in German for the bubbling waters beside it. It was the first town in Ohio. Rows of little log 
and bark cabins as well as a schoolhouse went up. The school had backless benches and greasepaper windows. 
Again a first for Ohio as it was the first school in Ohio. More than a hundred Indian children were its scholars. 
Text bock used was that Zusberger had translated into Indian dialects. Over 400 converted Indians attended the 
log church and were living in the numerous mission posts throughout the valley. 

Cross currents of the Revolutionary war from the British at Detroit and the Americans at Fort Pitt (Pittsburgh) 
brought tension in the valley. Though the pacifistic Moravians were neutral, Zusberger realized his colony could 
not stay clear of the conflict. He moved his colony in 1778 after demolishing the church to prevent its dese- 
cration, for greater safety to Lichtenaw, a Moravian mission village near Coshocton. Mounting conflict among 
white settlers soon forced Zusberger and his followers to move again. In 1782 they returned to Gnadenhutten in 
the valley to harvest the crops they had planted on one of their journeyings. A band of militia had arrived at the 
same time, bent on retaliation against the Indians for depredations on the Pennsylvania frontier. The soldiers, 
feigning friendliness, enticed the innocent and defenseless Indians into several buildings and put men, women 
and children to death with "gun, scalping knife and tomahawk". This black episode of American history took the 
lives of ninety Christian Indians. The rest wandered from place to place, broken spirited and homeless. 

Congress in an effort to compensate later allotted 12,000 acres in the valley to the Indians, with the Moravians 
as trustees. Zeisburger began his task all over again. The second missionary effort was unsuccessful mainly 
because the growing tide of white settlers, generally unfriendly with the Indians. In 1823 the Indians exchanged 
their rights for twice as much land in the far west and left the valley forever. 

Schoenbrunn, abandoned, and finally burned, was overlooked until 1923. With the aid of records from 
Moravian archives at Church headquarters in Bethlehem, Pa., the village was reconstructed. The tiny log cabins, 
a log church and school house have been erected making a vivid replica of this unusual 18 th Century Indian vil- 
lage taken care of by the Ohio Historical Society. 

Heckewelder for a time was assistant to Post who the year before had build a rude cabin. The first white man's 
home in Ohio, on the Tuscarawas River near today's Bolivar, Post later was recalled but Heckewelder had a 
varied career. Founding the town of Gnadenhutten, laying out the wide streets it has today. The massacred 
Indians are memorialized by a stone monument marking their burial place, now set aside as a small state park. 

Tuscarawas County has issued a number of wooden nickels to commemorate its history including this unusual 
and unlisted variety, Other issues from this county are - Apple Creek 1957; Newcomerstown 1939, 1964; 
Uhrichsville 1939; Shanesville 1964. 

As most of you recall Newcomerstown 1964 wooden nickel commemorates Denton (Cy) Young, the great 
baseball pitcher, was born at Gilmore in 1867. He entered into professional baseball in the 1890's playing in 
several hundred Major league games, winning over 500 of them. In 1904 he attained a goal every pitcher dreams 
of yet rarely accomplishes. He pitched a "perfect game", allowing no hits, no runs and no opposing batter to 
reach first base.

We will continue to support other 
wooden money collecting organizations such as the Penn Ohio Wooden Money Collectors, Western Wooden 
Money Collectors and Canadian Association of Wooden Money Collectors. 

To those who are new to IOWMC, we function much like DWMC did, in that our monthly newsletter updates 
you with reports by our president, treasurer, secretary and editor. We shares stories about new wooden money 
issues, stories about the history of the cities and towns of our members and stories about wooden money from 
IOWMC archives. We have a full page of ads where you can post “for sale” and “wanted” notices and we have a 
monthly mail bid in which the starting bids are VERY attractive.

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SAN AUGUSTINE, THE "CRADLE OF TEXAS” 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, April 1970, by William B. Layne Jr. 

San Augustine is the oldest Anglo-Saxon town in Texas. The first settle 'merit was a Spanish mission built in 
1721. San Augustine County was the first county created in Texas. The town was organized in 1833 and 
incorporated in 1837. 

In the beginning, San Augustine was the first stop on the only land route into Texas. Early settlers, on their way 
west, saw the beautiful wood and rich land and decided to stay. 

Many of the early settlers were rich, well educated and well read. Due to this, San Augustine became the 
political, cultural, and economic center of Texas. 

San Augustine is called the "Cradle of Texas" because — it was here that the Republic of Texas was begun by 
the appointment of Sam Houston as commander of the Texas forces and later was nominated for president of 
Texas. 

Davy Crockett and Jim Bowie were well known to the early citizens of San Augustine, Among the early 
residents of San Augustine were:- Alexander Horton, aide de camp to Sam Houston, Rip Ford, Indian fighter, 
and James Pinkney Henderson, the first governor of Texas. Other interesting names appear from the roster of 
early residents such as Matthew Cartwright, William Garrett, Ezekiel W. Cullen, Oran Roberts and George 
Gatling. 

The only land route into Texas at that time was known as El Camino Real or, The Kings Highway. It was a trail 
blazed by the Spanish in 1691 to expedite the Christianization of East Texas Indians. It ran from Monclova, 
Mexico through San Augustine and to Natchitoches, Louisiana. The road retained its usefulness through the 
years and became important in the settlement of San Augustine and the state of Texas. The road is still in use 
today and because of its historical significance was preserved by an act of Texas legislature in 1963. The act 
provides for its maintenance and prohibits any changes in its course. 

Three wooden nickels were issued in San Augustine in 1936: 50 black, 100 red and 250 green. They 
commemorate Texas independence.

It is red in color and has 
a brazier reverse. It is also very thin compared to most of the Dairy Queen tokens. 

My thanks to Mr. W. Shaw for sending in the token. If anyone has any Dairy Queen tokens to report, even if 
they are already listed, please let me know. There are many in my book that I do not have in my collection. 
Anyone reporting an unlisted token will have it listed in one of these Dairy Queen updates and will receive credit 
for reporting the token.

FORE-RUNNER OF TENINO WOODEN MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1970, by Roy Gossett 
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The above pictured piece belongs to Mr. Roy Gossett of Hialeah, Florida. In his quest for knowledge on this 
piece he wrote to Mr. Earl O' Cathey, Mr. Byron Johnson and Mr. Ralph A. Mitchell. The following are their 
replies. 

Mr. Earl O'Cathey -"As you probably know I spent 3 years research, 15,000 miles of travel on Tenino and 
Blaine Wooden Money. I have tape recordings from each of the signers, promoters and designers of both Tenino 
& Blaine Wooden Money. It isn't known how many Tenino $1.00 pieces were issued in February 1932 with the 
December 1931 date on them. These were 8 Misprint, because there were only 40 pieces printed in 1931 and they 
were all $ .25 pieces. In 1932 they started printing 250, 500 and $1.00 pieces. The first $1.00 pieces used the 
same date (December 1931) as the 250 pieces had. They only printed about 100 the first day and decided that 
they would have to change the date to read the actual month and day that they were printed. This would help to 
keep an actual record of what was printed each month. As I said previously the exact number is not known. Don 
Major estimated there were about 100 $1.00 pieces with the December 1931 date and no other pieces printed in 
February 1932 bore this date. 

I have 2 of the rarest pieces ever printed. They are also misprints. There were only 4 pieces printed before they 
caught the error. These are dual denomination. They read 250 on one side and 500 on the other side. Don Major 
said these were never put into circulation," 

Mr. Ralph A. Mitchell - "I have seen Earl O'Cathey's collection, as well as Byron Johnson's, Paul Weiger's and 
Charlie Kappen's. There are none of these with reverse printing, signatures, etc., on any of their pieces. I also 
know Don Major's collection and Dr. Wichman's. They neither one had a piece like this. I assume it is O.K. to 
keep the Zerox copy you sent me. I will check with Paul Hamm and one or two others who have some Tenino 
pieces to see if anyone has a similar piece. Sorry I can't help you, but this is a new one on me." 

The following was written by Byron Johnson - "Concerning the paper Torino piece I have not seen a similar 
specimen. The paper Tenino come in four denominations. 250, $1, $5, and $10. There are two varieties of the $1. 
First type says “redeemable only during the process of liquidation of Citizen's Bank Tenino”. Second type adds 
“or within six months after the reorganization”. First type is the scarcer. However, there is another group that has 
printing on the back that states “This certificate is redeemable by the Tenino C of C on .presentation between 
Aug. 1 and Dec. 1, 1932”. Then signed by Argo? and Dempsey on the reverse. Your piece says cancelled 7-6-33. 
This is after the dates that appear on the above so don't know what to think.”

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GOSCHENHOPPEN FOLK FESTIVAL

Ken Paulsen sent me a flyer that he received from the Goschenhoppen Historians. (They issue an official 
wooden nickel annually to commemorate the Goschenhoppen Folk Festival that takes place in August.) Ken 
questions how I arrived at placing the Goschenhoppen woods under Perkiomenville, Pennsylvania in the Guide 
Book of Wooden Money. This is because the flyer shows a return address of Box 476, Green Lane, PA 18054 
and that the Folk Festival takes place on Colonial Road, Rt. 73, Frederick, PA. 

Good question Ken. The answer is not so easy and it took several calls to the Goschenhoppen Historians before 
I sorted it all out. Here’s the answer. 

The Goschenhoppen Historians was established as an educational society dedicated to learning about, 
preserving, and teaching the Pennsylvania Dutch folk culture. Monthly Meetings, Symposiums, the museums at 
Red Men's Hall, the annual Folk Festival and other events at the Antes Plantation are some of the ways the 
Historians accomplish this mission. For more than 40 years the authentic recreation of the folk culture, trades, 
and home skills have been demonstrated at the annual Folk Festival. Red Men's Hall houses a local folk life 
museum, country-store museum, a research library and a blacksmith's shop. The Henry Antes House was 
acquired in 1987 with one acre of land in Upper Frederick Township and in 2000 an additional 25 acres were 
purchased. The Antes House has been designated a National Historic Landmark as an outstanding example of 
Pennsylvania German architecture in the mid- 18 th century, and in recognition of Henry Antes' contributions to 
Colonial America. 

Now here’s where it gets a little muddy at placing the wooden nickels. Green Lane was incorporated as a 
borough in 1875. Upper Frederick Township was incorporated as a township in 1919. Perkiomen was 
incorporated as a township in 1885. Frederick is not incorporated, nor is Perkiomenville. However, 
Perkiomenville has a zip code (18074) while Frederick does not. So where should the wooden nickels be listed in 
the Guide Book? At the mailing address in Green Lane or at the festival grounds in Frederick township or in 
Perkiomenville? 

Red Men’s Hall is located at 116 Gravel Pike, Green Lane, PA. That is where the Goschenhoppen Historians 
hold their meetings and have their post office box. However, the Antes Plantation where the Folk Festival is held 
is located at 318 Colonial Road, Perkiomenville, Pennsylvania, 18074 according to the website for the 
Goschenhoppen Historians. I could’ve placed the woods under Green Lane, Upper Frederick Township or 
Perkiomenville. I chose Perkiomenville because it is the closest municipality, although unincorporated. 

If you write for a wooden nickel, write to: Goschenhoppen Historians, PO Box 476, Green Lane, PA 18054- 
0476. Wooden nickels are $1.00 each plus a self-addressed stamped envelope. For $3.00 they will send you 2 
using their envelope and postage. 


1953 NEWELL, SOUTH DAKOTA WOODEN NICKEL FLAT

for the Newell, South Dakota’s celebration of the first surfaced highway coming into town in 1953. The 
population today is 603. 1 wonder what the population was then and how many wooden flats were issued? 
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ALWAYS PICK UP THE PENNY

You always hear the usual stories of pennies on the sidewalk being good luck, gifts from angels, etc. This is 
the first time I've ever heard this twist on the story. Gives you something to think about 

Several years ago, a friend of mine and her husband were invited to spend the weekend at the husband's 
employer's home. My friend, Arlene, was nervous about the weekend. The boss was very wealthy, with a fine 
home on the waterway, and cars costing more than her house. 

The first day and evening went well, and Arlene was delighted to have this rare glimpse into how the very 
wealthy live. The husband's employer was quite generous as a host, and took them to the finest restaurants. 
Arlene knew she would never have the opportunity to indulge in this kind of extravagance again, so was enjoying 
herself immensely. 

As the three of them were about to enter an exclusive restaurant that evening, the boss was walking slightly 
ahead of Arlene and her husband. He stopped suddenly, looking down on the pavement for a long, silent 
moment. 

Arlene wondered if she was supposed to pass him. There was nothing on the ground except a single darkened 
penny that someone had dropped, and a few cigarette butts. Still silent, the man reached down and picked up the 
penny. 

He held it up and smiled, then put it in his pocket as if he had found a great treasure. How absurd! What need 
did this man have for a single penny? Why would he even take the time to stop and pick it up? 

Throughout dinner, the entire scene nagged at her. Finally, she could stand it no longer. She casually 
mentioned that her daughter once had a coin collection, and asked if the penny he had found had been of some 
value. A smile crept across the man's face as he reached into his pocket for the penny and held it out for her to 
see. She had seen many pennies before! What was the point of this? 

'Look at it,' he said. 'Read what it says.' 

She read the words ' United States of America.' 'No, not that; read further.' 

'One cent?' 'No, keep reading.' 

'In God we Trust?' 'Yes!' 'And... ?' 

He explained, 'And if I trust in God, the name of God is holy, even on a coin. Whenever I find a coin I see that 
inscription. It is written on every single United States coin, but we never seem to notice it! God drops a message 
right in front of me telling me to trust Him. Who am I to pass it by? When I see a coin, I pray, I stop to see if my 
trust IS in God at that moment. I pick the coin up as my response to God; that I do trust in Him. For a short time, 
at least, I cherish it as if it were gold. I think it is God's way of starting a conversation with me. Lucky for me, 
God is patient and pennies are plentiful! 

When I was out shopping today, I found a penny on the sidewalk. I stopped and picked it up, and realized that 
I had been worrying and fretting in my mind about things I cannot change. I read the words, 'In God We Trust,' 
and had to laugh. Yes, God, I get the message. 

It seems that I have been finding an inordinate number of pennies in the last few months, but then, pennies are 
plentiful! And, God is patient. 


Note to members. I was fortunate enough to have travelled extensively around the world over the past 37 years 
with my work. Once upon a time when I was in Spain I noticed a 1 peso coin face down on the sidewalk. (It was 
about Vi inch in diameter, made of thin aluminum and, at the time, was worth a fraction of our 1 cent coin.) Since 
I collected coins from every country I had been to I went to pick it up. The Spaniard who was with me stopped 
me short and explained. He told me that if it was face down and I picked it up it would bring me back luck, that I 
should only pick it up if it was face up and then it would bring me luck for the rest of the day. He explained that 
if it was face down I should give it a kick and hopefully it would land face up and bring someone good luck that 
day. For the rest of my stay in Spain I noticed people picking up coins and sometimes kicking them. The whole 
country seemed to be into the custom. Eventually I did find a coin face up and pocketed it. I “forgot” to drop it 
the next day and it is one of the most valued coins of my collection because it has a story behind it. We, too, have 
stories about picking up pennies. When was the last time you picked one up for good luck? 
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The South Shore Coin Club of Milwaukee, Wisconsin has 
issued a wooden nickel in conjunction with their March 29- 
31 show. 

The obverse design lists show information while the 
reverse commemorates the 225 th anniversary of the U.S. 
Constitution, making it a semi-official wood.

I took along over 2,000 common woods to give out at the coin show and visitors picked up about 500 of them. The 
coin show had a Boy Scout Merit Badge Clinic and the Boy Scouts eagerly snatched up over 1,500 of them. I don’t 
know if we’ll get any new members, but we’re getting the woods into the hands of possible future collectors. 

I heard recently that Ken Paulsen had a mild heart attack and wrecked his car. After a hospital stay he was in a 
hospice before returning home. Bob Brown suffered a bout of pneumonia, a hospital stay, and has since returned 
home to recuperate. Keep them in your prayers for a speedy recovery. 

John S. “Steve” Ratliff, editor of the Florida Token Society Newsletter, TOKENEWS, asked for permission to 
reprint the “St. Petersburg, Florida” article that appeared in the June, 2011 issue of Bunyan’s Chips. The article was 
about the 52 wood issue for the 1938 Festival of States in St. Petersburg. It will appear in their May, 2012 newsletter.

(Some dealers 
reportedly bought bullion silver and gold when the price was higher and were waiting for the market to rebound 
before selling.) Most attributed poor sales due to the high cost of gasoline.

IDA, MICHIGAN WOODEN NICKEL VARIETIES

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Sue and I were recently going through my boxes and boxes of official and semi-official wooden nickels when 
Sue noticed something that I never saw before. The wooden nickels for the 1968 Ida, Michigan Centennial 
Celebration come in 2 versions. For some reason, the reverse of one wood is printed “REDEEMABLE” while a 
second variety is printed “REDEMMABLE”. I don’t know why. Perhaps there was a misprint on the first 
printing and it was corrected during a second printing. However, both wooden nickels were definitely issued. The 
Guide Book of Wooden Money will be updated on the next printing, as follows, but you might want to check 
your collection and make notes in your Guide Book. (Note that I did not find a wooden nickel printed in blue 
with “REDEMMABLE” on it.)

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WELLSVILLE, OHIO 1950 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, February 1971, by Wendell Morningstar 

One of the most sought after wooden nickels from Ohio is of Wellsville 1950 Red. While a Green also was 
issued it seems to be more plentiful than the Red one. 

The wooden nickel pictured here was designed by C. L. Nickels and was purchased from his widow November 
16, 1970 by myself. Mrs. Cora Nickels is now a resident of Columbiana, Ohio. 

Wellsville, Ohio with a population of 7,1 17 lies nestled among the hills in the eastern part of the state along the 
banks of the Ohio River not too far from where it enters the state from Pennsylvania approximately 50 miles 
from Pittsburgh. It is located near East Liverpool known as the hub of the pottery and brick industry. The pottery 
industry is an out growth of a kiln established in 1839 by James Bennett, a potter from England. At that time, 
only yellow- ware was produced. White- ware production commenced in 18728 and semi-vitreous china was first 
manufactured around 1890. With the exception of the Yellow Clay, which is dug in the vicinity, the raw 
materials are imported from England, Florida, North Carolina and Kentucky. 

Three photos appear on these pieces. Obverse Chief Logan and on the Reverse a river barge and the General. 
As most of you recall the General is a symbol of Morgan's Raid. 

The most stirring event in County History was the capture in 1863 of the pillaging Confederate General John 
Morgan. Aiming to divert Union attention from Southern maneuvers in Tennessee and Kentucky, Morgan, at the 
head of 2,000 Cavalry, broke into Ohio in Hamilton County and tore east and northeast across the state. The band 
pillaged and raided, scattering terror and confusion. After thirteen days of this, on July 26, the Confederate, with 
about 360 of his men and 400 horses was captured at West Point, six miles south of Lisbon. A monument was 
erected at the spot on 1909 by the East Liverpool hymn writer Will Thompson. 

Chief Logan was head of the Mingo Tribe from now Pickaway County, for which the famous Logan Elm was 
named. The tree was recently destroyed. The city of Logan also was named for him. 

I recall working at construction work in Fostoria, Ohio in 1963 and The General made an overnight stop in that 
city on its way to Wellsville for the 100th Anniversary of Morgan's Raid. By the way a cardboard wooden nickel 
was issued for this celebration also. 


TWO GUNS, ARIZONA - 1970 ISSUES AVAILABLE 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1970, by Joy Parrish 

In a recent letter to Mrs. Joy- Parrish Lawndale, California, Ben F. Dreher, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce in Two Guns, Arizona states that he now has for distribution, the 1970 set of Two Guns Wooden 
Money. 

The design of the dollar is the same familiar emblem of two crossed guns, and states that the wooden money is 
good in any shop in Two Guns, with the lower rim inscription of “The Big Year for Osaka, Japan” which 
signifies that he is honoring the 1970 Exposition in Japan with his wooden money. 

The reverse carries the likeness of a U. S. Silver dollar, and carries the trade value information, with the lower 
section being devoted to his theme “World Fair Site in 1999". This slogan is gaining popularity from having been 
on the newsletters and now on the wooden money. The dollar is a very colorful issue with the background being 
painted silver on the reverse, and the background of the obverse being painted a beautiful desert gold. All of the 
printing is in a bright red, and is really a most striking piece. 

The Two Guns quarter is also a very colorful issue this year. It has the same wording as the dollar, except for 
the denomination, and is printed with an Indian bronze background. This set is by far the most colorful the 
Chamber of Commerce has issued, and both are available as a set for $1.25, or each can be ordered separately 
from Mr. Dreher, P.O. Box #441, Two Guns, Arizona 86001. 

The famous Route 66 is under construction in the Arizona desert, but many collectors are finding their way to 
this unique desert outpost anyway, and the C. of C. Staff extends everyone a cordial invitation to come for a visit, 
or to stop on your way to visit other locations. The water is cold, the hospitality is warm. California Wooden 
Money Association treasurer, Harold Butner and his wife, Leona stomped for a visit on their way to the ANA in 
St. Louis this year, and reported quiet and interesting place to stop, but plenty warm in August. 
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WOODEN CANTALOUPE MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1971, by Wayne Dennis 

On August 14, 1965, Herman L. Boraker, Rocky Ford, Colorado, a man who pursued wooden money collecting 
some thirty years ago, made and issued a set of three wooden nickels for the 1965 Annual Meeting of the International 
Organization of Wooden Money Collectors; held in conjunction with the American Numismatic Association's Annual 
Convention August 25-28, 1965, at the Shamrock Hilton Hotel, in Houston, Texas. 

The reason for issuing these wooden nickels was to publicize the city of Rocky Ford, Colorado (the home of the 
cantaloupe) and also that Mr. Boraker was a "Foreign Coin Collector". 

These wooden nickels were made from RVi" x 11" sheets of wood grain cover stock. They are cantaloupe shaped and 
measure approximately 2-5/8" x 2-3/8". The make-ready proofs were made from light weight orange cover stock. 
There were only eight of these and two were ruined, in making ready to print; therefore there were only six pieces for 
collectors. 

The second piece was made from dark green pine wood grain cover stock. The third was from light green cypress 
wood grain cover stock. Each of the &V 2 " x 11" sheets produced enough finished material for nine wooden nickels. It 
took two pieces of each type to make-ready so that left seven pieces, of each type. Mr. Boraker kept one of each for 
himself and that left only six pieces for collectors. 

Mrs. Boraker suggested to her husband, being he had six pieces each, of the three types, he should make up sets of 
three-pieces (one of each grain) and dispose of them to the Wooden Money Collectors. This he did. There are only six 
sets of the “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels.” 

The entire and complete issue of the “Wooden Cantaloupe Money” was printed on a small table model, hand 
operated printing press. The type was all set by hand and each individual wooden piece was hand trimmed. 

The obverse of this “Wooden Cantaloupe shaped Money” set is very plain, yet attractive. It spells out one wooden 
nickel, then directly under that, the numeral 5-C and across the bottom it has Rocky Ford, Colorado (Nome of the 
Cantaloupe), The reverse says: redeemable for one home grown Rocky Ford cantaloupe, when in season, July 15 - 
Sept. 15, by Herman L. Boraker, Rocky Ford, Colorado, Foreign Coin Collector. 

Each set issued contained a sworn statement signed by Herman L. Boraker, that there are only six sets and would be 
"NO MORE". The statement was witnessed and signed by Wayne W. Whittaker, Notary Public and bears his Seal for 
the State of Colorado, County of Otero. 

My set was obtained from Mr. Boraker by my wife, Virginia. She read in the November 24, 1965 issue of Coin 
World about the wooden nickels. She brought it to my attention and asked if I was going to write and inquire if it was 
possible to obtain a set. At that remark, I laughed at her for even suggesting it. I told her only six complete sets, why 
they are all gone by now, as two sets were already disposed of at the Convention. 

My wife is not one to give up so easily, so unknowingly to me, she wrote Mr. Boraker on November 30th, inquiring 
about these “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels”, as she thought this would be a nice unexpected surprise package under the 
Christmas tree. 

After an exchange of several letters, Mr. Boraker was at a quandary as to what to do, as there were three other 
collectors wanting these remaining sets. It was decided to hold an auction, the three top bidders, each receiving one set 
each. The proceeds going to the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors. 

At this point, my wife was at a loss, and had no idea what she should bid, so she put in a telephone call to Paul 
Weiger the following day requesting his advice, and then she sent in her reply. 

Again, Mr. Boraker was in a quandary, as all four bidders stated they were willing to pay up to ten dollars for the set 
of three “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels”. Mr. Boraker, being a considerate and generous person, decided to give up his 
own personal set, so each bidder could receive a set. He requested that the checks be made out directly to the 
International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors. The four recipients were: Howard B. Eisenberg, Thomas B. 
Hudson, Harry Morrison and my wife, Virginia. 

Due to circumstances beyond her control, the package happened to arrive when I was at home. During the entire 
correspondence transaction, I had no idea what my little one was up to, until the package arrived with the wooden 
money. She proceeded to show me the letters between Mr. Boraker and herself (which we still have). But you never 
fear, although she was very disappointed that the surprise she had planned for me went astray, she would not let me 
keep the set. She immediately wrapped it and put it under the Christmas tree, as she originally had planned and I had 
to wait till Christmas before it was given to me. 

I am very happy to have one of the six sets in my wooden money collection, but only made possible by the 
determination of my wife, Virginia, who will not take “no” for an answer, until she at least makes an attempt to obtain 
what she would like.

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PORT LAVACA, TEXAS

Port Lavaca was founded in the aftermath of a Comanche attack in 1840 that swept through Victoria, about 
twenty-five miles to the northwest, and Linnville, 3Vi miles to the northeast. The burning of Linnville prompted 
many of its citizens to move to the site of what is now Port Lavaca. Thomas McConnell, who lost his Victoria 
home during the raid, purchased land for the town from Isidro Benavides of De Leon’s colony. The town was 
named La Vaca ("the cow") in 1841 and was laid out by 1842. It was situated on a bluff some fifteen to twenty 
feet above the bay. 

When Calhoun County was established in 1846, Lavaca became the county seat. In 1847 the community 
became a terminus for ships of the Morgan lines, and in November of that year a stagecoach route was 
established between Lavaca and Victoria. Lavaca continued to prosper and to compete for supremacy as the 
premier port in the Matagorda Bay region. Wagon trains and carts freighted goods between Lavaca and southern 
and western Texas and northern Mexico. Export items included cattle, hides, tallow, and horns, as well as cotton, 
wool, pecans, and mustang grape wine; also exported were copper, lead, silver, and gold. In 1850 Lavaca had a 
free population of 231 and a slave population of 84. Of the 231 free individuals, only 28 were foreign born. The 
San Antonio and Mexican Gulf Railroad was chartered on September 5, 1850. Grading on the road began in 
1856, and in 1858 five miles of track were put into operation. Though this short stretch of road ended at the time 
in empty prairie, the company did a healthy business. 

During the Civil War, Lavaca was a hub of military activity. Several garrisons were stationed at different 
times in the town, which also had a large Confederate arsenal and small-arms manufactory. Federal gunboats 
bombarded the port on October 31 and November 1, 1862, but the city, defended by two waterfront batteries, did 
not surrender, and the gunboats withdrew. During the war a Lavaca resident, Capt. Edgar Collins Singer, 
designed an underwater mine, which he tested successfully in February 1863. Singer subsequently manufactured 
the mines in Mobile, Alabama, for the Confederate government. Lavaca was occupied by Federal troops in 
December 1863. 

With the expansion of railroads in the state during the 1880s, Port Lavaca never regained its prestige as a 
shipping point for cattle. Instead, the shipping of seafood became an important part of the town's economy. 
Tourism also became important, with the train bringing weekend excursionists to Port Lavaca pavilions and 
oyster roasts from places like Houston, and San Antonio. Port Lavaca incorporated as a city in 1909. The export 
of shrimp became a major industry during the 1920s and contributed to Port Lavaca's leading the nation in the 
amount of seafood shipped. Natural gas was discovered near Port Lavaca in 1934 and oil in 1935. 

During the late 1920s and early 1930s access to Port Lavaca was improved by the surfacing of roads in the 
county and by the completion of a causeway from Port Lavaca to Point Comfort, on the eastern shore of Lavaca 
Bay. In addition to manufacturing and seafood, the town's economy rests on agriculture and livestock, 
construction, mineral extraction, and tourism. 

Port Lavaca is located near the center point of the 275 -mile Texas Gulf Coast. It is the county seat for 
Calhoun County, which is surrounded by Lavaca and Matagorda Bays on the east, San Antonio Bay on the west, 
and Espiritu Santo Bay to the south. It has sunshine for more than 200 days a year. 

One of our newest IOWMC members, Alan Reeb, lives in Port Lavaca, a city of 12,248. 

In 1940 Port Lavaca celebrated its centennial by issuing 2 official wooden nickel flats s, in 1968 it issued 2 
official wooden nickels and in 1990 it celebrated its sesquicentennial by issuing a wooden nickel.

Four "Wooden Chips" and three pieces of "Paper Money" were used in the reconstructed shops of BUMBLE 
BEE, during 1970. This "Money" was sold to the tourists at a slight discount at the WELLS FARGO OFFICE, 
and was to be used in the many shops on items that were marked in "BUMBLE BEE MONEY" prices. 

The five and ten cent wooden chips were seldom turned in by the tourists, and even with discounts, the paper 
money moved very slow. The paper values of 1, 5 and 10 were supposed to be in dollars. The 10% discount didn’t 
offset the inflated prices on the so called relics etc., so the idea was dropped. 

While there are plenty of the higher value of both wood and paper “Money” it was hard to make up complete 
sets, in enough quantity to offer them to our many collector friends. So while 100 sets last, which won’t be long, 
the price per set is just $2.00 pp. for the 7 pieces of BUMBLE BEE MONEY. 

Bumble Bee is in Yavapai County, and was named after the creek, which in turn was named after the many 
Bumble Bee nests along the creeks cliff banks. 

The town was a stopping place on the old stage line, Phoenix to Prescott, and even up to recent years until the 
new Hiway by passed it, it was a stop for the ranchers and the few tourists brave enough to try the old narrow 
road to Prescott. Mr. Penn tried to make it a "History Stop" but few will drive off the main road, even just a mile, 
to see a old ghost town. If just some Movie would use it for a hit picture, the town might survive both time and 
taxes. 

In 1948 about sixty people called Bumble Bee, home. But now the 14 buildings still standing are just shells, 
with all the relics in one large shop. The one place does have food , (very good too) and gas and oil, even some 
food supplies for the prospectors that still roam the hills looking for pay dirt.

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ALONG THE SAMBO TRAIL 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1970, by Mrs. John R. (Joy) Parrish 

From an exciting and colorful picture story sketched by Mrs. Elizabeth Helen Bannerman in 1898, while 
she was residing in the country of India, the beloved story of “Little Black Sambo” was authored. The British 
author, who was at that time a lonely mother, wanted to send her two young daughters, who were in Scotland 
attending school a letter. Since she didn't want them to know just how very much she missed them, she 
decided to use the familiar objects around her to sketch a story- letter. Since India is so famous for its 
beautiful tigers, she elected one for her main subject, then added a little black boy she named Sambo to bring 
the story down to her own young children's age level. From there she designed the tiger taking all of Sambo’s 
brightly colored clothes, but children’s stories should always have a happy ending, so at the end of her 
sketches, she portrayed Little Black Sambo retaining all of his lovely clothes, plus 169 tiger butter pancakes. 
This picture story not only captured the hearts of her own daughters, but charmed the hearts of their friends, 
and their teachers, who insisted that Mrs. Bannerman must add words to enhance the pictures. Thus in 1899 
this famous legend was born, and published. It is still a favorite of all children the world over. 

Fairy tales and make-believe stories are not confined to the hearts of children, they also have a place in the 
hears of adults as well. Such is the case of Little Black Sambo, and his famous tiger, now so familiar in over 
one hundred restaurants in many cities and many states. 

The present day Sambo story is in a fun way a parody of the 1899 fairy tale. The make-believe legend says 
that Sambo and his friendly tiger were sitting on the sandy beach of the Pacific ocean in the beautiful City of 
Santa Barbara in Southern California, and having worked hard all morning at building sand castles they were 
hungry, and could think of nothing better than a stack of delightful pancakes floating in sweet syrup and 
golden tiger butter. There was no place for a small boy to enjoy his favorite food, so he just simply reached 
back into his ole Indian magic powers and presto! SAMBO'S PANCAKE PESTAURANTS! In 1957 the old 
favorite story became the theme of a new restaurant business in California, and the magic of the story is still 
spreading. Sambo and the tigers are gaining in popularity, and new restaurants are being opened from coast to 
coast. The Sambo trademark also has a more realistic beginning. The two men who conceived the family style 
restaurant idea wanted an appealing name, so they drew on their own names to produce the cheerful title. The 
chain's official name is a combined portion of the founder's names. Sam Battistone, where the “Sam” part 
came from, F.N. Bohnett, where the “Bo” came from. These two men had a simple philosophy when they 
ventured into the restaurant business at their first location at 216 West Cabrillo St in Santa Barbara. It was 
their motto to give quality food at family prices, with good service. This philosophy is still the basis of their 
business. By 1960 there were six Sambo's, and number one hundred opened up in Goleta, California on 
October 13, 1969, and since that date there have been many more opened in many parts of the United States, 
and based on good business operations, none of these restaurants have failed. The guidelines these restaurants 
operate by is directed from an ultra modern three story complex in Santa Barbara that also serves as a training 
school for managers of Sambos. Mr. Battistone states that a major portion of the success of Sambo's is due to 
its unique owner-manager partner program. This unusual concept affords each manager the opportunity to own 
at least 20% in his own restaurant, and provides the opportunity for managers to also invest in other 
restaurants. This arrangement creates interest and personal involvement. Sambo and his tiger is constantly on 
the prowl for new lairs, and new ways to create friendship and entice new customers. Along the Sambo Trail a 
bit of advertisement was chosen to be used by Mr. Wayne Kees, one of the managers, in the form of a wooden 
nickel. This idea was conceived by Mr. Kees in his North Palm Springs location in 1961, and the unusual form 
of advertising pieces were circulated in the Palm Springs area to introduce them to his eating establishment. 
Residents and visitors alike were treated to a wooden nickel carrying an invitation to have a cup of coffee at 
Sambots! Many were given as favors during the 1961 Western Days celebration and parade. These wooden 
nickels we for a free cup of coffee and also served as an interesting souvenir of the Western Days fun and 
festivities. In the field of numismatics these original pieces are highly desirable. The obverse of these rare 
pieces shows Little Sambo in the center with the motto “Pleasing You Pleases Us” encircling the top half of 
the coin, and the word SAMBO in large block letters across the bottom. The reverse of the disc states that it’s 
good for one cup of coffee at Sambo's Palm Springs. It is printed in bright red on a plain background. There 
are very few of these early issues known, and they are in wooden money collections and 
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are no longer available either from Mr. Kees, who is now an Executive Vice President and General Manager of 
Sambo's, or from the Palm Springs restaurant. With so many collectors of wooden money specializing in the 
Sambo Restaurant issues this early coin is considered a very rare piece, and certainly could qualify as a key 
coin in a Sambo collection. From the original idea of advertising a “Cup of Coffee” with a wooden nickel, the 
use of them has now spread, and all of the restaurants use them to promote good will. Many of the Sambo 
restaurants are located near a large hotel or motel, and the Sambo managers leave complimentary wooden 
nickels for the travelers to use, thus they are creating good will, and inviting new customers. The wooden 
nickels that are so widely used now have a different design, even though they still carry the basic theme. They 
have retained the inviting motto encircled on the upper portion of the obverse with Little Sambo in the center, 
only on the current issues he is accompanied by his trusty tiger friend and is holding a plate of pancakes. Each 
restaurant issues their owl wooden nickel and each is so identified. There are 8,000 ordered for each restaurant 
with a back up order of 6,000. The reverse states that the wooden disc is good for a cup of coffee at Sambo's 
anytime and anywhere. There are many varieties of these fun chips to collect. One of the major varieties are 
the ones with pancakes on the reverse rather then restaurants. Most of the early 1961, 1962 and 1963 are 
inscribed with the word pancakes, but generally the current issues all are inscribed with the word restaurants, 
since the eating places are now more on a family meal plan, rather than specializing in pancakes and tiger but- 
ter. Some of the issues are printed in a very dark maroon ink, and on many of the issues the different types and 
sizes of the letters make major types or varieties. Some of the issues even have the letters located and spaced 
differently. There are over 200 known types and varieties and really do make an interesting collection, and are 
extremely enjoyable to collect. They are especially appealing to young collectors since they do not cost 
anything at the restaurants, and serve as a souvenir of eating at such an exciting place. The genial managers of 
the Sambo Restaurants are more than willing to share the treasures with their young guests, and often are seen 
handing out souvenir balloons, pin-backs that say “I Am A Sambo Tiger” and the colorful pin-backs that say 
“Vote for Sambo.” All ages enjoy the little souvenirs, and many organizations that hold meetings in the 
colorful and spacious dining rooms request the little tokens for those in attendance. Near the cash register in 
the restaurants small miniatures of the menu can be found, so as one travels the restaurants can be readily 
located. It makes a journey most enjoyable to follow the SAMBO TRAIL and try to complete a set of Sambo 
wooden nickels, as well as enjoy the good food. Along the trail as you visit and talk with the managers, it is 
not uncommon to find them very interested in the collections, and if they are not collectors of the issue 
themselves, they usually have regular customers that are interested in acquiring new and different issues. Mr. 
Art Nelson, manager of the Visalia restaurant is a collector and is anxious to trade with other collectors. 

A collection of this type falls in the field of numismatics in the category of Exonumia, and in the regular 
meetings of the California Wooden Money Association there is much trading of these pieces, and occasionally 
some of them appear on the auction, and create very spirited bidding. Collectors are anxious to acquire one 
from every location, and most of the managers will mail one from their restaurant if they are requested to. 
Since the Sambo restaurants are so widespread now, it is a rewarding experience to plan trips along the 
SAMBO TRAIL, and meet the managers, and often meet other Sambo chip collectors. 

An extremely desirable Sambo souvenir is the heavy 21 inch bronze medallion hung on a gold plated chain. 
These medals or tokens also serve to advertise Sambo's Restaurants, and are patterned after the wooden 
nickels, with a lack of any inscription on the obverse, only the likeness of Sambo and his tiger with the 
familiar plate of pancakes, and the wording on the reverse is changed to read “The Fun Place For Family 
Food.” This was issued in 1967, and carries the word Restaurants rather than Pancakes, since most of the 
wooden nickels now carry the restaurant identification. Along with this medallion the restaurants have also 
issued cups which are fast becoming collectors items, they use especially designed match books manufactured 
by the Universal hatch Company in Los Angeles, and the SAMBO TRAIL keeps getting to be more interesting 
and more fun with every passing week. Collecting wooden nickels is becoming more popular every day, and 
new and old collectors alike are waiting for a new and different Sambo chip to fall in their collection from 
anywhere and anytime!

UNIONTOWN, PENNSYLVANIA WOODEN MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, March 1971, by Carl Pensyl 
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Information obtained from the Uniontown Chamber of Commerce. 

Uniontown was founded by Henry Beeson in 1769, incorporated as a borough in 1796, and became a city of 
the third class in 1913. The territory in and around Uniontown is rich in historical inte zest. George 
Washington and a scouting party were ambushed at Jumonville Glen which led to a full scale battle at Fort 
Necessity. This was Washington's first armed engagement and was the spark that set off the French and 
Indian War. Washington was fond of the area and purchased a grist mill which he operated for many years. 

He surveyed and laid out the town of Perry opolis (which issued wooden nickels in 1964 - 50 Black Indian 
and 50 Black Buffalo. Albert Gallatin, Secretary of the Treasury under three Presidents, built a beautiful home 
at Friendship Hill overlooking the Monongahela River, where he entertained many notable persons of the day. 
U.S. Route 40 is the original wilderness road, later known as the National Pike (from Cumberland, Maryland 
to Wheeling, West Virginia), which had such a great part in the opening of the west. This was the first unit of 
the present federal highway system. 

General of the Army, George C. Marshall, was born in Uniontown and spent his boyhood here before 
enrolling at the Virginia Military Institute. The Marshall family home, where General Marshall was born, 
occupied the present site of the VFW building on West Main Street. The General George C. Marshall 
Memorial Park, at Jefferson and Church Streets, was dedicated during ceremonies marking “General George 
C. Marshall Day”, in Uniontown on October 15, 1966. 

The bituminous coal industry had its read beginnings in Fayette County, and the production of beehive 
coke in the United States has been concentrated in this area because of the world famous seam of 
Connellsville coking coal. Coal and coke, together with iron from Minnesota, led to the creation of the vast 
steel industry around Pittsburgh. 

Greater Uniontown is adjacent to the western slopes of the Allegheny Mountain range. Many miles of 
unspoiled woodlands and streams are available to all just minutes from the city of Uniontown. 

Uniontown had a Sesquicentennial in 1946 and issued a set of three flat wooden nickels, 50 blue, 50 green and 
a 50 red. 


BARBOURVILLE, KENTUCKY WOODEN MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, December 1970, by Carl Pensyl 

The Daniel Boone Festival has been celebrated annually for 22 years in Oct. in Barbourville, Kentucky. Daniel 
Boone entered Kentucky in 1769 and spent about 2 years hunting and exploring the Indian hunting grounds 
called Kentucky. Subsequently, he was instrumental in building the wilderness trail. The Festival is celebrated by 
several activities. The main ones include a queen's contest for the local high school girls. Then there is a feast 
where the citizens of Barbourville sit down with the “Hunting Party” of Cherokee Indians from Cherokee, North 
Carolina, for a feast. At the feast, a treaty is signed yearly, known as the “Cane Treaty” whereby, in return for the 
Indian's friendship and visit, the local people provide the Indians with cane for making baskets. Another event is 
a “shoot out” between the flintlock riflemen of Kentucky and Tennessee. Besides being noisy, being noisy, this is 
a colorful event with the shooters dressed in authentic eighteenth century dress. 

The Cane Treaty is the only document in history where the Indian receives the better end of the bargain. He 
gets cane from the Cumberland River banks in return for Kentucky Hospitality and then returns the following 
year to sell the baskets made from the cane to Kentuckians. Barbourville is located on the famous Wilderness 
Road. The first shot fired in Kentucky during the Civil War was fired in Barbourville. 

Wooden nickels were issued as follows for the Daniel Boone Festivals: 1959 - 50 black, 1960 - 50 black and 50 
green, 1961 -50 black, 1962 - 50 black.

New Mexico is an “open carry” state, with otherwise-law-abiding adults authorized to display loaded 
handguns in public. However, in the town of Vaughn (pop 500, located in the middle of nowhere), perhaps the 
only ones not authorized to carry are the town’s two police officers. Chief Ernest Armijo was convicted in 
2011 of criminal nonsupport of a wife and two sons, and among the conditions of probation was the 
prohibition on gun possession. Deputy Brian Bernal has his own domestic violence issue: a conviction for 
family violence that bars him, under federal law, from carrying a weapon. 

The Miami-Dade County, Fla., government confirmed recently that it had discovered, in storage, 298 
brand-new vehicles that had been purchased in 2006-2007, but which had never been used. 



DEADWOOD - DEAD MAN’S HAND

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Deadwood, South Dakota issued this wooden nickel to celebrate its 100 th anniversary in 1976. Do you know the 
significance of the pair of black aces, a pair of black eights and a queen of hearts? 

James Butler ("Wild Bill") Hickok moved to Kansas after the Civil War where was appointed sheriff in Hays City and 
marshal of Abilene. Both towns had become outposts for lawless men before Hickok arrived and turned things around. 

Hickok's national reputation as the West's finest and fastest gunslinger soon led him to the stage. He starred as himself 
in Buffalo Bill Cody's Wild West Show in 1872 and 1873. But the frontier called to him, and Hickok returned. 

During a heated poker game in 1876 in Deadwood, South Dakota, he was shot and killed by Jack McCall, whose 
motives for the murder were never revealed. McCall was convicted for murder and hanged. 

Meanwhile, even in death, Hickok's legend grew. The cards he was holding at the time — a pair of black aces, a pair of 
black eights and a queen of hearts — came to be known as "the dead man's hand." 


MANITOWOC, WISCONSIN 1936 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1971, by Wendell Morningstar 

Manitowoc, known as the "City of Opportunity", is an Indian name which means "The Home of the Great Spirit". 
About 135 years ago this country was the Indian "Garden of Eden", a veritable paradise, with the majestic River flowing 
thru the woodland and with fish and game plentiful. 

Manitowoc saw its first start in this world about the year 1835. Investors from the east during the land speculation at 
that time thought well of the sheltered bay on this side of the lake shore and laid out a town site. Their visions were of a 
city connected with Lake Winnebago via canals and with the Mississippi River via the new railroad. 

While things as planned did carry thru, Manitowoc today is considered one of the terminal points for transfer of freight 
across Lake Michigan. This little village endured many hardships in its early days, panics, lack of cohesion in planning 
and many other factors retarded its growth. Yet as far back as 1847 wooden ships were being constructed here for use on 
the Great Lakes. 

This Convention City in 1936 boasts a population of approximately 25,000 with its thriving industrial center. Today its 
population is nearly 33,500. 

Board of directors for the 1936 centennial were: John G. Johnson - President, John G. Dram - Vice President, 
Arthur G. Stangel - Vice President, Ben F. Fronk - Treasurer, Mead F. Hansen - Secretary, Percy Brandt - Recording 
Secretary. Ralph Plumb - Historian. 

I recently received a letter from Mead F. Hansen who also served on the Executive Committee. He stated that he kept 
the records of this centennial celebration until three years ago. At which time they were destroyed. He stated that they is- 
sued 10,000 wooden nickels at that time. 7,000 were of 50 value; 2,000 of 100 value and 1,000 of 250 value. 1,000 sets 
of 3 were sold as souvenirs. Firms gave out the singles or doubles as change during the centennial. 

Mr. Hansen also stated that for the past forty years he has served as Secretary of at least a dozen or more local 
celebrations but even though their 1936 centennial was held during the worst year of the depression it to him was the 
best and largest. 

With this record keeping from Mr. Hansen is it any wonder that in Thomas Hudson's book, he lists these in a wide 
range of prices? 

By corresponding with Mr. Hansen I not only obtained a complete set of first issues for Wisconsin, but now I am the 
proud owner of the centennial program and a couple of encased cents issued for the occasion. 
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CATTLE CALL - BRAWLEY, CALIFORNIA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1971, by Joy Parrish 


Main Street in the Sunny City of Brawley, California became the scene of the colorful, teeming era of the Old West the 
first of November when the city held its 14th annual "Cattle Call Days". The event was a week long affair beginning 
with a Mexican Fiesta on Sunday, November 1st. This event featured music from just across the border, tempting tangy 
Mexican foods sold from outdoor booths, and dancing all evening to the lively music of the "Continentals". Adding 
beauty to the exciting opening day, both the Cattle Call Queen and the Cinco de Mayo Queen were invited to share in the 
royalty honors. 

The town was busy devoting their time and energy to getting every registered voter to the polls on November 3rd, but 
fun and excitement reigned supreme again on November 4th when Ye Old Town Marshalls were patrolling the streets 
with their portable jail from 1 1:30 to 1:30, then again from 3 to 5 PM. It was western wear - or jail! 

November 5th at the Brawley Lions Memorial Center was the whisker contest, the Quick- draw shoot out, the Cattle 
Call souvenir booths, and a square dance exhibition by the Imperial Valley Square Dance Association. Friday, November 
6th features for the day included an antique gun, bottle and coin show, with the Cattle Call Ball sponsored by the 
Chamber' of Commerce, and the Homecoming football game at the high school athletic field in the evening. Six o'clock 
AM on Saturday found the Lions Club members dishing out their annual feed of pancakes and eggs, with the Cattle Call 
parade down main street, alias "Cattle Call Corral" at 10 AM. With respect, and friendship for their South of the Border 
neighbors the parade theme was "Border Friendship" and an estimated three million dollars worth of silver saddles, 
western trappings and floats were entered into the parade. 

Where it's a Sun Day - Every Day! This Chamber of Commerce motto was never more true than when the Brawley 
Elks Lodge members were exhibiting their culinary talents in the form of an open-air bar-b-que just prior to the first per- 
formance of the Cattle Call Rodeo at two PM on Saturday afternoon. Saturday evening was full of colorful costumes 
when the Elks Lodge, the American Legion Post and Brawley's landmark, The Old Planters Hotel all sponsored Cattle 
Call Balls. Sunday morning found the residents and visitors alike attending the church of their choice in the beautiful 
Imperial Valley area, with the last performance of the R.C.A. Cattle Call Rodeo at two PM in the Cattle Call Arena. 

Under the direction of Mr. Bruce Ackerman, the young and energetic manager of the Greater Brawley C. of C., 
publicity was widely distributed, and through the cooperation of thirteen business establishments in town, part of this 
publicity was done with wooden nickels. The Chamber office issued 1,000 and each of the 13 participating businesses 
issued 1,000. The obverse of all the pieces carries the official emblem of the Cattle Call. The emblem is a circle with the 
inscription Brawley Cattle Call and Rodeo across the top of the circle, and the C of C slogan "Where its Sun Day - Every 
Day" around the bottom of the circle. The center features a cowboy on a bucking horse and carries the date of 1970. The 
chips are 1/8 of an inch thick, and measures W 2 inches in diameter. Each business assumed the responsibility of their 
own distribution, and there was no central location where the complete set of the fourteen nickels could be acquired. 
Along with the C of C the nickels were issued by the C & R Printers, the Torreon Cattle Company, the Mayfair Market, 
Del Norte Chevrolet Company, Jester's Coffee Shop, Brawley Office Supply. Company, the Firestone Store, the 
Goodyear Store, the Imperial Store, the Desert Shoe Store, the Deaderick-Kyle Farm Implement Company, the White 
Cross Pharmacy and Adam's Rexall Drugs. Ten of them carried a different type of exchange value, with the Goodyear 
store giving a free Lube job in return for their wooden nickels. The Mayfair Market gave a free loaf of Mayfresh bread, 
and Adam's Rexall Drugs would give double amounts of S & H trading stamps. Most of the others were on a percentage 
of value in exchange. Three of them carried slogans on the reverse with White Cross Pharmacy issue urging people to 
"Buy in Brawley", and the Chevrolet Company inviting chip holders to see Ed Lambert for discounts on cars and trucks. 
The C of C issue lets the residents and desert visitors know "We Try Harder", and they certainly did for their 1970 Cattle 
Call Days. The reverse of the Torreon Cattle Company issue simply gives their mailing address in the nearby city of 
Calexico. In the C of C issue there were two known errors. These are blank on the reverse with a double stamp on the 
obverse. C of C manager Ackerman donated one to the Be-Lo-Cee Coin Club and gave one to me for my collection. 

These different business establishments that issued the wooden money are widely scattered, and to collect all fourteen 
issues one will become well acquainted with the beautiful and friendly desert City of Brawley where CATTLE CALL 
DAYS were WOODEN NICKEL DAYS !

Q: I would like to get my personal and financial information organized so my kids will know what's going on when I 
die. Any tips would be appreciated. 

A: Organizing your important papers and personal information is a smart move and a great gift to your loved ones. 
It’s a great idea regardless of how old you are because you never know what may happen. In addition, don’t rely on your 
spouse being around after you pass because they could be in the same accident. Here are some tips to help you get 
started. 

Get organized 

The first step in getting your affairs in order is to gather up all your important personal, financial and legal 
information so you can arrange it in a format that will benefit you now, and your loved ones later. Then you'll need to sit 
down and create various lists of important information. 

Personal information 

Contacts: Make a master list of names and phone numbers of close friends, family, clergy, doctors, and professional 
advisers such as your lawyer, accountant, broker and insurance agent. 

Personal documents: Include such items as your birth certificate, Social Security card, marriage license, military 
discharge papers, etc. 

Secured places: List all the places you keep under lock and key or protected by password, such as safe deposit boxes, 
safe combination, security alarms, etc. 

Service providers: Provide contact information of the companies or people who provide you regular services such as 
utility companies, lawn service, etc. 

Pets: If you have a pet, give instructions for the care of the animal. 

End of life: Indicate your wishes for organ, tissue or body donation including documentation and write out your 
funeral instructions. If you've made arrangements with a funeral home include a copy of agreement, the contact 
information and whether you've prepaid or not. 

Legal documents 

Will: Include the original copy of your will and other estate planning documents you've made. 

Power of attorney: This names someone you trust to handle money matters if you're incapacitated. If you don't have a 
will or power of attorney, do-it-yourself resources like legalzoom.com can help you create them for a few dollars. 

Advance directives: These documents - a living will and medical power of attorney - spell out your wishes regarding 
your end-of-life medical treatment when you can no longer make decisions for yourself. For free advanced directive 
forms visit caringinfo.org or call 800-658-8898. 

Financial records 

Income and debt: Make a list of all income sources such as pensions, Social Security, IRAs, 401(k)s, interest, invest- 
ments, etc. And do the same for any debt you may have - mortgage, credit cards, medical bills, car payment. 

Financial accounts: List all bank and brokerage accounts (checking, savings, stocks, bonds, mutual funds, IRAs, etc.) 
and their contact information. And keep current statements from each institution in your files. 

Company benefits: List any retirement plans, pensions or benefits from your current or former employer including 
the contact information of the benefits administrator. 

Insurance: List the insurance policies you have (life, long-term care, home, auto, Medicare, Medigap, prescription 
drug, etc.) including the policy numbers, insurance agents and phone numbers. 

Credit cards: List all credit and charge cards, including the card numbers and contact information. 

Property: List real estate, vehicles and other properties you own, rent or lease and include documents such as deeds, 
titles, and loan or lease agreements. 

Taxes: Keep copies of tax returns for seven years and the contact information of your tax preparer. 

Keep all your organized information and files together in one convenient location - ideally in a fireproof filing cabinet or 
safe in your home. Also be sure to review and update it every year, and don't forget to tell your loved ones where they 
can find it.

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WOODEN CANTALOUPE MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1971, by Wayne Dennis 


On August 14, 1965, Herman L. Boraker, Rocky Ford, Colorado, a man who pursued wooden money collecting some thirty 
years ago, made and issued a set of three wooden nickels for the 1965 Annual Meeting of the International Organization of 
Wooden Money Collectors; held in conjunction with the American Numismatic Association's Annual Convention August 25- 
28, 1965, at the Shamrock Hilton Hotel, in Houston, Texas. 

The reason for issuing these wooden nickels was to publicize the city of Rocky Ford, Colorado (the home of the cantaloupe) 
and also that Mr. Boraker was a "Foreign Coin Collector". 

These wooden nickels were made from 8 Vi x 11" sheets of wood grain cover stock. They are cantaloupe shaped and 
measure approximately 2-5/8" x 2-3/8". The make-ready proofs were made from light weight orange cover stock. There were 
only eight of these and two were ruined, in making ready to print; therefore there were only six pieces for collectors. 

The second piece was made from dark green pine wood grain cover stock. The third was from light green cypress wood 
grain cover stock. Each of the 8 V 2 " x 1 1" sheets produced enough finished material for nine wooden nickels. It took two pieces 
of each type to make-ready so that left seven pieces, of each type. Mr. Boraker kept one of each for himself and that left only 
six pieces for collectors. 

Mrs. Boraker suggested to her husband, being he had six pieces each, of the three types, he should make up sets of three- 
pieces (one of each grain) and dispose of them to the Wooden Money Collectors. This he did. There are only six sets of the 
“Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels.” 

The entire and complete issue of the “Wooden Cantaloupe Money” was printed on a small table model, hand operated 
printing press. The type was all set by hand and each individual wooden piece was hand trimmed. 

The obverse of this “Wooden Cantaloupe shaped Money” set is very plain, yet attractive. It spells out one wooden nickel, 
then directly under that, the numeral 5-C and across the bottom it has Rocky Ford, Colorado (Nome of the Cantaloupe), The 
reverse says: redeemable for one home grown Rocky Ford cantaloupe, when in season, July 15 - Sept. 15, by Herman L. 
Boraker, Rocky Ford, Colorado, Foreign Coin Collector. 

Each set issued contained a sworn statement signed by Herman L. Boraker, that there are only six sets and would be "NO 
MORE". The statement was witnessed and signed by Wayne W. Whittaker, Notary Public and bears his Seal for the State of 
Colorado, County of Otero. 

My set was obtained from Mr. Boraker by my wife, Virginia. She read in the November 24, 1965 issue of Coin World about 
the wooden nickels. She brought it to my attention and ask if I was going to write and inquire if it was possible to obtain a set. 
At that remark, I laughed at her for even suggesting it. I told her only six complete sets, why they are all gone by now, as two 
sets were already disposed of at the Convention. 

My wife is not one to give up so easily, so unknowingly to me, she wrote Mr. Boraker on November 30 th , inquiring about 
these “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels”, as she thought this would be a nice unexpected surprise package under the Christmas 
tree. 

After an exchange of several letters, Mr. Boraker was at a quandary as to what to do, as there were three other collectors 
wanting these remaining sets. It was decided to hold an auction, the three top bidders, each receiving one set each. The 
proceeds going to the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors. 

At this point, my wife was at a loss, and had no idea what she should bid, so she put in a telephone call to Paul Weiger the 
following day requesting his advice, and then she sent in her reply. 

Again, Mr. Boraker was in a quandary, as all four bidders stated they were willing to pay up to ten dollars for the set of three 
“Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels”. Mr. Boraker, being a considerate and generous person, decided to give up his own personal 
set, so each bidder could receive a set. He requested that the checks be made out directly to the International Organization of 
Wooden Money Collectors. The four recipients were: Howard B. Eisenberg, Thomas B. Hudson, Harry Morrison and my wife, 
Virginia. 

Due to circumstances beyond her control, the package happened to arrive when I was at home. During the entire 
correspondence transaction, I had no idea what my little one was up to, until the package arrived with the wooden money. She 
proceeded to show me the letters between Mr. Boraker and herself (which we still have). But you never fear, although she was 
very disappointed that the surprise she had planned for me went astray, she would not let me keep the set. She immediately 
wrapped it and put it under the Christmas tree, as she originally had planned and I had to wait till Christmas before it was 
given to me. 

I am very happy to have one of the six sets in my wooden money collection, but only made possible by the determination of 
my wife, Virginia, who will not take “no” for an answer, until she at least makes an attempt to obtain what she would like. 
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TWO GUNS ARIZONA MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1971, by Joy Parrish 


“The World's Fair in 1999!” This is the slogan, project and aim of the energetic Chamber of Commerce of the colorful 
western outpost of Two Guns, Arizona. This unique bit of old western civilization has a long and varied history, in its 
past, and an equally long and varied history projected for its future. It is located in northern Arizona near the City of 
Flagstaff with the first recorded historical legends dating back to 1868 when 

the famous frontiersman, Kit Carson helped an old mountaineer, Herman Wolf, known as “Big Wolf’ established a 
trading post there in the Navaho Indian country near the area of the Diablo Canyon. Plans for the future development 
and preservation of this desert village not only includes the far reaching World's Fair project, but the Chamber of 
Commerce under the direction of general manager, Ben F. Dreher, is laying the groundwork for the establishment of an 
Indian museum to insure the arts and cultures of the southwestern Indians a permanent home. The collection of Indian 
artifacts and relics will be linked with the modern day momentos to form a most interesting and educational exhibition. 

Another interesting feature this wayside village has to offer is an extensive tour of the surrounding area. The trek 
includes a journey back through the sands of time to the historical site of the bloody massacre of over 40 Apaches by the 
raiding Navaho Braves, and a look into the 1920 era when a prosperous trading post and desert zoo was operated by 
Indian Miller where the area Indians could trade or sell their hand made wares. Today some of these same carefully 
made articles are being seen for sale in the present Two Guns Trading Post. Of interest to historical artifacts, exonumist 
material and wooden money of America, collectors is the wooden money issued from this unusual place. In the year of 
1967 the first set was issued, and consisted of one wooden buck, which is two inches in diameter and 1/8 inch in thick- 
ness. The obverse shows the bald eagle in regal pose so familiar to United States coinage with the inscription E Pluribus 
Unum. The outer border of the coin bears the words "One Dollar Face Value" across the top and “Two Guns, Arizona” 
on the lower edge. The reverse shows two crossed long barreled "Colts" and the legend signifies that the coin was issued 
in 1967 and could actually be redeemed anywhere in Two Guns, Arizona. It is called “Two Guns Money” on the coin, 
and is an attractive addition to any wooden money collection. The other coin in the set is a wooden quarter painted 
desert gold with the reverse featuring an Indian Brave with a majestic feather head dress and bearing the name “Two 
Guns, Arizona”, and states, that the piece is “One Quarter”, and issued in the United States of America. The obverse has 
a pattern closely related to the dollar piece with the date and amount “Twenty-five Cents” inscribed along the lower 
edge. Those issued in 1967 are the first of a dated series to be issued by the trading post, and there were 1,000 of the 
dollar coins struck, and about 7,500 of the gold colored quarters printed. As the series progressed, in 1968 the dollar 
piece was changed from the natural colored wood to a shiny silver wooden dollar. The pattern remained the same with 
only the color and the date being changed. The quarters remained identical to the 1967 issue, except for the date being 
changed. The 1969 set of two coins were identical to the previous set, except the year had been changed to note it was 
the 1969 issue, and added to the lower edge of the coins an advertisement for the 1999 World's Fair. The campaign 
slogan is printed just below the crossed guns on the obverse of the coins. Most of the 1969 issues were stamped with a 
darker and more durable ink. Up to, and including the 1969 issue, only black ink had been used, but when the 1970 
series was printed, the big dollar took on a complete new look. Not only was the printing done in .a bright cardinal red, 
but the obverse of the coin is painted a glittering silver, and the reverse is a desert gold, however, it is not the same gold 
tone that the earlier quarters are, it is a brighter gold, and with the red printing it is a very striking coin. The obverse 
states that it is a one dollar piece and good for face value in Two Guns, Arizona, and it also carries the “World's Fair 
Site 1999” slogan, These pieces are widely circulated in many wooden money collections, and are creating a lot of 
interest in this little western outpost. On the reverse side across the top of the dollar coin is the. statement “Good 
anytime, Anywhere in”, and across; the bottom of the piece are the words “Two Guns, Ariz. 1970” with an added attrac- 
tion. These coins were issued to honor the world's fair in Osaka, Japan, and just under the Two Guns wording is the 
statement “The Big Year for Osaka, Japan”. Along with the bright dollar piece is the quarter, also with a new look. 1970 
quarters are worded exactly like the dollar except for the denomination, and are issued in a copper, or bronze colored 
wood. The ink is still black on the quarters, and seems to be much darker than the previous issues. 

Along with the idea of the 1999 world's fair, the wooden money, the Chamber of Commerce also distributes a 
newsletter that is always so full of interesting tales of the old west, the Indian history, and the notes for the future of the 
Two Guns village. Newsletter number 7 in 1970 really gave a glowing report on the makings of real plans for the 1999 
event! Old Two Guns, old Indian ruins and lots of space have been there for years, now they are adding a new super 
highway and many new buildings, and are really getting ready for the future. This idea takes on the proportions of the 
lowly acorn made a mighty oak tree. C of C manager likens it to the big 747 Jets, they were not build in a day, now are 
world fair sites. He also states that all the wooden money down through the years will still be good at anytime or 
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anyplace in Two Guns, even in 1999 during the world's fair, For collectors of the wooden money series, and also to 
collectors of history of the old west, there is a book available from the trading post entitled “Two Guns, Arizona” and is 
an in-depth study of the past history of this interesting place. It is written by Gladwell Richardson, one of Arizona's 
famous historians, and is dedicated to Mr. Dreher, a true westerner with the past to remember, and the future to preserve, 
The book is a hardback issue, and features a center section made up of fourteen pictures ranging from early Indian 
portraits taken from the Arizona Pioneer's Historical Society scrapbook to a portrait of Mr. Dreher examining a skull 
with a bullet hole in it that was found in one of the caves in the Two Guns area. The historical facts in the book is a 
combination of many facts from many books, including the Los Angeles Times-Mirror Press in 1928, and Leo Crane's 
book, Indians of the Painted Desert.

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EDITOR’S REPORT 


Back in February, 2012 I purchased some wooden money from the island of Gaferut on eBay. It came with a neat story 
of the island. In April, 2012 I attended the Central States Numismatic Society’s coin show in Schaumburg and saw an 
exhibit on fantasy wooden money which included the Gaferut wooden money. That got me interested and I did some 
investigation. I finally was able to contact Mr. Bill Turner of the Blue Water Mint in Cypress, Texas. The following is what 
he told me. 

I got started collecting coins and banknotes again after seeing many of the things I had bought back in high school had 
increased in value substantially. It was not long after that I came across a fantasy coin made by Eric McCrea. I thought 
creating a coin was a great idea but I didn’t have the money to mint a coin. I figured if there were fantasy coins, why not 
fantasy banknotes. Why not wood and clay tokens as well? I ordered handmade paper, so rubber stamps and pulled out 
some emergency money from Germany and Austria; the stuff that was really used by people versus the stuff that was made 
for collectors. I had been frustrated not knowing anything about many of the fantasy coins made so I thought a story to go 
with the note or coin was a good idea especially since almost all of my places were made up. In two years I had the cash 
from selling on eBay to mint my first coin. The rest is history, so to speak. Today I’m regularly producing coins by 
farming out the design work and minting but mostly doing the wood tokens and banknotes myself. In fact, the folks at 
ready stamps really jump through hoops for me in making custom rubber stamps since most wording is in foreign 
languages. To be honest, I can sell about 10 to 20 of each note I make but my wood tokens are really slow sellers. I 
generally make about 5 of each. Sometimes I just make one or two. Since I can make these ‘on demand’, these are easy to 
make and the hardest part is locating the picture of the last one sold and locating the rubber stamps and ink pads in the right 
color. The Gaferut tokens are one of my best. 

In talking to Bill, I discovered that he has produced fantasy wooden money from the following: Gaferut, Excelsior, 
Manenoy, Manumiro, Uvelikiel, Puuviljakogursaar, I Ela Kuai, Talstyla, Kief Raraha, Pearl Lagoon Cays, Pura Palu'e, and 
a dollar sized Vilenjak. Each entity is represented by 1 up to 5 pieces of wooden money. I have included an article and scan 
of the Manenoy fantasy wooden money on pages 3 and 4. 

I do not know what Bill charges for the fantasy wooden money but as I said, each one is accompanied by a story of the 
country. I did not pay much for my complete collection and I find them fascinating and a nice addition to my collection.

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MANENOY 

By: Bill Turner, Blue Waters Mint 

There are many small islands on either side of the Arctic Circle in the North Atlantic where small communities 
established themselves and survive today in some form. Manen0y is among that group. This tiny dot of land never 
was a big community, but today it is quite small compared to earlier years. 

For as long as anyone can remember, Manenpy never had much more than about 50 people and until World War 
II that was the case. Manenpy was offered some protection during World War II as it was suspected the Germans 
might try to take the island as a base for operations. 

After the war, the population slowly declined. By 1980 the population was 39 and by 1990 the population had 
declined by one third. In 2000, that figure had shrunk to 18 and now sits at 16 since 2010. 

Far from declining, the few families that remain fish the waters and eek out a living on the small 1.78 square 
mile island. 

Manenoy, meaning Crescent Moon Island is named such because of it’s crescent moon shape. The tiny 
community is scattered along the eastern shoreline, not far from the pebble beaches that are protected from the 
stands of trees that grow mostly on the eastern and northern sides of the island where the terrain is a bit higher in 
elevation and a bit more rocky. 

The southern and eastern ends of the island are mostly meadows and fairly low lying. 

Gardens and a few fruit trees grow enough local produce for the small community. A dairy and some other 
animals including pigs and chickens provide meat and dairy products for the islanders although fish are plentiful. 

The island has a small store with canned and frozen foods plus various other products for the household. A boat 
builder and repair shop keeps the fishermen on the water. A Church and a school function on the island although a 
fulltime priest is not provided for the Church. Two local islanders instruct the children of school age although that 
number has dropped to less than 5 students. Two islanders are trained for medical emergencies and have a small 
one room clinic that is poorly maintained. 

Electricity is provided by the “government” or the three-person elected council that financed and operates the 
generator. Running water is provided by two wells. Residents are responsible for connecting to the water source. 
Sewage is via individual septic tanks. 

There are 23 households on the island but only 12 are occupied. 

Transportation off the island is provided via a private ferry service that makes a weekly run in spring and fall, 
weather permitting and provides twice a week service in summer months. Most supplies come during designated 
twice a week trips during summer. 

Economically, the islanders bring in about $214,560 according to one source but only $198,000 according to a 
second source. 

The climate is fairly typical. Temperature averages range from 11°F to 65 °F and precipitation averages 62 
inches per year with about 60% falling as frozen precipitation. Windy conditions are common and fog is frequent in 
summer months. 

In short, life is not easy on Manenpy. There is no easy way to earn a living. Outside work, there is little to do 
and virtually no services from a cultural or societal aspect. Even so, the salt of the earth people love working hard 
and enjoy their island and their neighbors. They tend to get along well, do not seem to be so rigid in their daily 
schedules that opportunities to socialize are put off. It is not unusual for a conversation to take place at the store or 
boat repair shop. Ladies might gather at homes to complete tasks as a group of friends. Typically someone might 
host a dinner and a DVD night here and there. Events like summer solstice are celebrated with bonfires, food and 
homegrown entertainment. 

While you might expect a rich cultural heritage for these isolated people on a remote island, it is obvious the 
influences from the outside world has taken the people to a point of a pretty average western culture where 
neighbors are valued as members of an extended family who come together to help in everyday survival on a small 
island. 

There are no telephones on the islands and cell phones do not work. The island is not online as a result. 
Communication with the outside world is via Marine Band Radio. There is a small radio station run by the 
government. It broadcasts at a set time in the morning and evening broadcasting the latest weather and marine repot 
that includes and vessels expected near the island. In addition community members and the council have their 
announcements read. Each broadcast lasts about 3, maybe 4 minutes. 
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The only outside contact comes with a visiting priest holding services two or three weeks every year or two. The 
rare visitor might come to the island on the ferry service. They are housed in an empty house with a family being 
paid to provide meals and housekeeping for the visitors. Typically the island might see 5 to 8 visitors a summer. 

A local currency was needed to standardize the cash economy on Manenpy. Numerous crude paper and 
cardboard notes have appeared and disappeared over the years and at one point the Euro was considered legal 
tender but following the failing of the Iceland Bank the council held a public meeting and the islanders decided it 
would be best to instigate a local currency with an international established value. 

The result was the ’Moon’ was chosen for the name of the l/8th Troy Ounce Silver coin. This coin was selected 
for its use as good for small everyday purchases and a value set my international markets on a weekly basis.

NEW STRAITSVILLE, OHIO (FIRST MOONSHINE FESTIVAL 1971 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, October 1971, by Clara Migley 

Moonshine was the only thing missing when the New Straitsville Betterment Association presented its 1971 
Moonshine Festival May 28 th thru 31 st . This 1971 celebration was the first one, and will be an annual affair. 

A still was set up under supervision of an agent of the Ohio Department of Liquor Control, but officials didn't 
ferment a batch of mash as they did last year for their centennial. No raid was staged, either. 

The Festival recreates the atmosphere of the 1920's when this village gained a reputation for making the highest 
quantity in large quantities. 

New Straitsville went through one of its eras of prosperity during the 1920's as people came from long distances, 
often in large, shiny, new cars, to get the moonshine produced illegally during Prohibition. 

The community had boomed previously as a coal mining town before the big mine fire set off during labor strife 
in 1884. 

An Oil Boom starting in 1910 brought Prosperity again, but it had declined rapidly when Prohibition came. The 
abandoned coal mines became good hiding places for stills. 

Some the old costumes which were prevalent at last year centennial gave way to the flapper dress of the M 1920's" 
the theme for the festival. 

Dancing in the street was mod and square but there was also opportunity to do the Charleston, the popular dance 
of that moonshine decade. 

As a tribute to the oil boom days one old store front had a seven-foot by and one-half-foot wooden replica of the 
oil rigs which pumped New Straitsville gold. 

Displays of antiques were set up in many buildings showing off many family heirlooms, wooden nickels, plastic 
jugs, and jug hats were sold as souvenirs. 


CANADIAN FIRST ISSUE 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1972, by Thelma Morningstar 

In the March (1972) issue of Chips the Coronation pieces of Canada were pictured and it was stated that according to 
the Canadian Wooden Money book by Larry Gingras this was the first issue of Canada. 

The following was received from Russell Jackson - 

“There was a wooden nickel put out in Cobalt, Ont. 1903. 1 have only one and it is not too good. It is dark. 

One Side - Cradle of Mining 1903 Cobalt 

Other side - Cobalt provided the Capital. Picture of a building in the center.” 

I have an 1880 wooden piece issued in Montreal, Canada, however, this piece is classified as a token. 




WOODEN CANTALOUPE MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1971, by Wayne Dennis 
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On August 14, 1965, Herman L. Boraker, Rocky Ford, Colorado, a man who pursued wooden money collecting some 
thirty years ago, made and issued a set of three wooden nickels for the 1965 Annual Meeting of the International 
Organization of Wooden Money Collectors; held in conjunction with the American Numismatic Association's Annual 
Convention August 25-28, 1965, at the Shamrock Hilton Hotel, in Houston, Texas. 

The reason for issuing these wooden nickels was to publicize the city of Rocky Ford, Colorado (the home of the 
cantaloupe) and also that Mr. Boraker was a "Foreign Coin Collector". 

These wooden nickels were made from 8 Vi x 11" sheets of wood grain cover stock. They are cantaloupe shaped and 
measure approximately 2-5/8" x 2-3/8". The make-ready proofs were made from light weight orange cover stock. There 
were only eight of these and two were ruined, in making ready to print; therefore there were only six pieces for 
collectors. 

The second piece was made from dark green pine wood grain cover stock. The third was from light green cypress 
wood grain cover stock. Each of the RVi" x 11" sheets produced enough finished material for nine wooden nickels. It 
took two pieces of each type to make-ready so that left seven pieces, of each type. Mr. Boraker kept one of each for 
himself and that left only six pieces for collectors. 

Mrs. Boraker suggested to her husband, being he had six pieces each, of the three types, he should make up sets of 
three-pieces (one of each grain) and dispose of them to the Wooden Money Collectors. This he did. There are only six 
sets of the “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels.” 

The entire and complete issue of the “Wooden Cantaloupe Money” was printed on a small table model, hand operated 
printing press. The type was all set by hand and each individual wooden piece was hand trimmed. 

The obverse of this “Wooden Cantaloupe shaped Money” set is very plain, yet attractive. It spells out one wooden 
nickel, then directly under that, the numeral 5-C and across the bottom it has Rocky Ford, Colorado (Nome of the 
Cantaloupe), The reverse says: redeemable for one home grown Rocky Ford cantaloupe, when in season, July 15 - Sept. 
15, by Herman L. Boraker, Rocky Ford, Colorado, Foreign Coin Collector. 

Each set issued contained a sworn statement signed by Herman L. Boraker, that there are only six sets and would be 
"NO MORE". The statement was witnessed and signed by Wayne W. Whittaker, Notary Public and bears his Seal for the 
State of Colorado, County of Otero. 

My set was obtained from Mr. Boraker by my wife, Virginia. She read in the November 24, 1965 issue of Coin World 
about the wooden nickels. She brought it to my attention and ask if I was going to write and inquire if it was possible to 
obtain a set. At that remark, I laughed at her for even suggesting it. I told her only six complete sets, why they are all 
gone by now, as two sets were already disposed of at the Convention. 

My wife is not one to give up so easily, so unknowingly to me, she wrote Mr. Boraker on November 30 th , inquiring 
about these “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels”, as she thought this would be a nice unexpected surprise package under the 
Christmas tree. 

After an exchange of several letters, Mr. Boraker was at a quandary as to what to do, as there were three other 
collectors wanting these remaining sets. It was decided to hold an auction, the three top bidders, each receiving one set 
each. The proceeds going to the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors. 

At this point, my wife was at a loss, and had no idea what she should bid, so she put in a telephone call to Paul Weiger 
the following day requesting his advice, and then she sent in her reply. 

Again, Mr. Boraker was in a quandary, as all four bidders stated they were willing to pay up to ten dollars for the set of 
three “Wooden Cantaloupe Nickels”. Mr. Boraker, being a considerate and generous person, decided to give up his own 
personal set, so each bidder could receive a set. He requested that the checks be made out directly to the International 
Organization of Wooden Money Collectors. The four recipients were: Howard B. Eisenberg, Thomas B. Hudson, Harry 
Morrison and my wife, Virginia. 

Due to circumstances beyond her control, the package happened to arrive when I was at home. During the entire 
correspondence transaction, I had no idea what my little one was up to, until the package arrived with the wooden 
money. She proceeded to show me the letters between Mr. Boraker and herself (which we still have). But you never fear, 
although she was very disappointed that the surprise she had planned for me went astray, she would not let me keep the 
set. She immediately wrapped it and put it under the Christmas tree, as she originally had planned and I had to wait till 
Christmas before it was given to me. 

I am very happy to have one of the six sets in my wooden money collection, but only made possible by the 
determination of my wife, Virginia, who will not take “no” for an answer, until she at least makes an attempt to obtain 
what she would like.

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BRUNSWICK, GEORGIA 1936 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1971, by Wendell Morningstar 

The Glynn County Historic Landmarks Commission presented a Historical Pageant commemorating the Bi- 
Centennial Anniversary 1736-1936. Founding of Fort Frederica on July 2-3-4, 1936 at 800 P.M. at Shadman Field, 
St. Simons Island, Georgia. It was a John B. Rogers Production with Mr. William Pitt Root as director. 

Music was furnished by the U.S. Marine Band from Parris Island, S.C. and conducted by 1 st Sergeant Oscar R. 
Thomas of the U.S. Marine Corps. 

The U.S. Destroyer, "Williamson", commanded by Lieutenant Commander Mallery K. Aiken and U.S. Coast 
Guard cutter, " Yamacraw", commanded by Lieutenant Commander E. Zoole were assigned to Brunswick harbor for 
the duration of the Bi-Centennial celebration and were open to visitors. 

Pageant committees were chaired by Mrs. G. V. Cate as General Chairman, R.C. Job as Chairman Executive 
Com. and Mrs. K.G. Berrie Secretary-Treasurer. These three persons also served on the Historical committee along 
with John C. Stiles and Miss Jane Macon. 

Established on St, Simons Island in 1736, the fortified settlement of Frederica became Gen. James Oglethorpe's 
military headquarters for operations against the Spanish in Florida during the Anglo-Spanish conflict of 1739-48. At 
its peak, Frederica contained a population of about 1,500 and the fort claimed the distinction of being "the largest, 
most regular, and perhaps most costly "British fortification in North America. 

The first group of Frederica settlers 116 men, women, and children- arrived in February and March 1736. Quickly 
they built a fort on the bluff overlooking a sharp bend in the inland waterway. Within a month the guns of Fort Fred- 
erica commanded all water approaches to the site. 

Behind the fort the settlers laid out a town of 84 lots, each 60 by 90 feet. Permanent homes soon replaced the rude 
huts in which the people first lived, and Frederica began to resemble a healthy growing settlement, largely English 
in appearance. Still, the town's architecture reflected the use of native American materials. The homes ranged from 
log cabins to sturdy two-and three-story houses of wood, brick and tabby. The people, primarily artisans, soon 
opened shops offering goods and services that made frontier life easier. 

As Frederica grew, so did Oglethorpe's concern for its safety. The town stood on land claimed by Britain, France 
and Spain; should war come it would be in a dangerous position. Consequently, Oglethorpe returned to England and 
secured command of a 650-man regiment of British regular troops. These soldiers manned the defenses of Frederica 
and several other British posts in coastal Georgia. 

The arrival of Oglethorpe's Regiment assured the immediate survival of Frederica, and, at the same time, changed 
its nature. The military payroll provided a new source of income for the artisans and craftsmen of the town; 
Frederica quickly became a martial community. Even then, with Anglo-Spanish relations in turmoil, it was no place 
for the fainthearted. 

The problems between Great Britain and Spain erupted in 1739 in the War of Jenkins' Ear. Spain now saw her 
opportunity to regain both Georgia and South Carolina. Military operations in the Georgia-Florida area culminated 
in the Battle of Bloody Marsh on St. Simon's Island, where Oglethorpe's outnumbered troops defeated a Spanish 
invasion force on July 7, 1742. Never again was Spain a major threat to Georgia. 

The War of Jenkins' Ear ended in 1748. No longer needed, Oglethorpe's Regiment was disbanded the following 
year, destroying the town's economy. The shopkeepers and tradesmen of Frederica, lacking the support of a military 
payroll, moved elsewhere. The town could not survive the loss. 

The "Great Fire" of 1758, which destroyed most of Frederica's buildings, proved to be the town's death blow. The 
few remaining soldiers withdrew from the fort in 1763 and Frederica - born of need and nurtured by war - no longer 
existed as a living place. 

James Edward Oglethorpe is pictured on the wooden nickels listed under Brunswick, Georgia. For years we have 
been led to believe only a 100 value existed. However, upon research it has been learned that not only a 100 piece 
exists but also a 50 value. I was about to give up that even a 100 value was issued. Through correspondence it was 
found only one member of IOWMC held this item. On July 10, 1971 I received mine making two known to be held 
by IOWMC members. On September 13, 1971 I had correspondence from Brunswick that they held two 50 pieces. I 
at once called as I was in doubt even after talking to the party. Members: there is a 50 piece. It looks exactly as does 
the 100 piece except instead of reading 1 wooden dime it is 1 wooden nickel. 

Brunswick also issued a round 50 piece in 1956 which was discovered by Roy Gossett of Hialeah, Florida. At the 
time I purchased the above I also purchased a 1956 piece making two known again. 
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NORTH BEND, OREGON IN TEN HARD-TO-GET PIECES 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, April 1971, by Wayne Dennis 


The reason for issuing these pieces of “emergency wooden money” was due to the Proclamation issued by 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt closing all banks so the gold standard could be abandoned and move toward 
revaluation of the dollar. 

During this period, in which the banks were closed, it became necessary to establish a temporary "monetary" 
system in order that daily business could operate. 

It was through the efforts of the Chamber of Commerce, North Bend, Oregon, that these "emergency" issues of 
wooden money wee, issued. The first “emergency issue was issued on June 15, 1933 and were redeemable through 
July 15, 1933. One month was too short of a time, so there was a need for the second issue. The second 
“emergency” issue was released and was redeemable through December 1, 1933. 

The first issue consisted of a - 

$ .50, which is 1 1/2” round 

$ 1.00, which is 1-5/8" round 
$ 2.50, which is 1-3/4" round 
$ 5.00, which is 1-7/8" round 
$10.00, which is 2" round 

The second issue consisted of - 

$ .25, which is 1-1/4" round 

$ .50, which is 1-7/16" round 
$ 1.00, which is 1-9/16" round 
$ 5.00, which is 1-11/16" round 
$10.00, which is 1-13/16" round 

Both issues are brown in color. The brown color is the natural color of Myrtle Wood, which exists in the State of 
Oregon. Both sets have a glossy finish because of several coats of lacquer which was put on these pieces to help 
keep the printing from being worn too rapidly. 

The entire and complete amount of wooden money was turned out on a wood lathe in a wood working shop at 
North Bend, Oregon. The name of the machinist is still a mystery to me, at this time. 

The City of North Bend does not have a complete set of the “emergency wooden money”. If you were ever in 
their City Hall and looked at their set, which is on exhibit, you would have noticed four (4) empty spots. The $5 and 
$10 pieces, in both issues, are missing. Most all the collectors, who have any 1933 issues of North Bend will tell 
you they have never seen a $5 or $10 piece and, many of them have never seen a $2Yi piece. 

There are only four (4) complete sets known. They belong to the following - 

One set is in the Money Museum, Chase National Bank, New York City, New York. 

Second set is owned by Ralph (Curly) Mitchell of Fullerton, California. 

The third set was owned by Leo Robertson, who was the City Treasurer of North Bend, Oregon some time after 
1933. He held the third set until his death a few years ago. Leo and his wife had two daughters and naturally they 
both wanted the North Bend Set when their father passed on. Mrs. Robertson, being the understanding mother that 
she is, solved the problem by splitting up the third set. The first half of the set (the first issue) went to the daughter 
living in the State of Washington and the second half of the set (the second issue) went to the other daughter who 
now lives here in Southern California. 

The fourth set belongs to me, which I obtained some time ago. I knew it was going to be available and I told my 
wife that I would like very much to have this to add to my collection. So for my birthday gift, August 1 st , she 
purchased it for me. Then in her own sweet little way, she added Christmas and 25 th Wedding Anniversary. From 
whom this set was purchased and the purchased price is withheld by their request. 

In my opinion, as a complete set of wood, the North Bend, Oregon set is the rarest of sets in Wooden Money 
today; and I am most happy that I have this complete set in my collection.
